TWO OFFICIAL PLANS FOR A MUNICIPAL ELECTION SENT TO JUDGE

The City of Elba will hold a spe- 


cial municipal election in an effort to 
comply with a federal court order. 
The election will be cither next 
month or in November, confusion 
rcigns supreme at press time on 
which of these dates will prevail. 

On August 9th City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan gave the Elba City 
Council the July 28th mandate of 
the federal court judge on the long 
running municipal redistricting suit. 
Elba officials had voted last month 
to stop spending moncy defending 
the city’s position that the March, 
1990 census was flawed. The July 
court decision gave the city fathers 
15 days to file a plan for holding a 
new council election for all five 
council members, using the revised 
district lines set out by the court. 


The Council accepted a prepared 
resolution recommended by Mayor 
Ricky Haywood, which set Sep- 
tember 21st as the date for the spe- 
cial new election. They instructed 
the city attorney to immediately file 
the proper response with the federal 
judge. 

On Tuesday, August 10th City 
Attorney Mark Vaughan, in doing 
research on behalf of the City, found 
sections of the Alabama law which 
conflicted with the plans for the Sep- 
tember election date. 

The greatest obstacle Vaughan 
cited was the Alabama requirement 
that when voting district boundaries 
are changed, citizens must be given 
at least a 60 day notice of this 
change BEFORE an election can be 
held. 

Both Vaughan and Haywood told 
this newspaper Tuesday that the 
election would have to be delayed. 


Elba W & E Board approves transfer

The Elba Water & Electric Board 


last week approved the transfer of 
$100,000 from utility accounts to the 
City of Elba. 

Board Chairman Mickey Mur- 
dock said: Mayor Ricky Haywood 
had requested the funds due to some 
unexpected cost incurred by the city. 
He cited an increase in insurance and 
some unexpected engineering cost. 

The board also heard a request 
from County Commissioner Wendel 
Black for help in furnishing water to 
rural homeowners and the county 
landfill North of Elba on Highway 
125. Black said the county was pre- 
pared to fund the material cost and 
wanted Elba to assist with the actual 
installation of water lines and as- 
sume ownership and maintain ance. 

According to Black there will be 


of $100,000 to City of Elba’s coffers 


5.1 miles of lines with 40 or 45 tam- 
ilies available to connect. Black not- 
ed some homeowners are already re- 
porting contaminated wells and the 
new landfill isn’t even open. 

Monthly bills were “extremely 
high” Murdock told board members. 
After some discussion the board ap- 
proved payment of $44,657 in 
monthly bills. 

Light pole inspection continues 
and board members were told that a 
high percentage of the poles need re- 
placing. The utility will do this with 
city crews by hiring one other per- 
son, 

The financial report of the utility 
indicates that profits are down due to 
increases in expenses, mostly labor 
cost. 

The board named Electric Super- 
visor Jeff Puckett to the AEC Board. 

They also approved a cost of liv- 
ing raise for five retired utility em- 
ployees. 


Vaughan then prepared and filed 
with the federal courts, on behalf of 
the city, a two page plan which in- 
cluded dates for holding the elec- 
tions on November 23 and_ pro- 
visions for any necessary run-off on 
December 14th. 

However this week a Icgal notice 
was received by The Elba Clipper 
from city hall calling the election on 
the original September 21st date. 
That legal notice is being published 
in this issue of the newspaper. 

This newspaper has been told by 
reliable sources that the original res- 
olution adopted by the city council 
on August 9th, at the request of the 
mayor, was faxed to the federal 
courts by someone other than the 
city attorney, last week. 

At this point, if Judge Thompson 
does in fact have two “official” plans 
from the City of Elba, he will have 
to issue a ruling on which one he ac- 
cepts as the one which best fits his 
July 28th ruling. Only at that time 
will the people of Elba know ab- 
solutely the dates for the special city 
council election.

The suit claimed the federal gov- 
ernment had failed to publicize the 
availability of benefits of the na- 
tional flood insurance program.

Powell will be stepping down after 
a sterling military career spanning 
more than three decades. With just 
a few weeks left in his term, it 
seems appropriate to pause and re- 
flect on the achievements .of this 
great American soldier. 

When most Americans think 
about Colin Powell they think 
about a resolute and intrepid mili- 
lary leader who helped preside over 
the ultimate success of Operation 
Desert Storm. Indeed, many have 
mental images of a Powell- 
Schwartzkopf team directing our 
fighting force to victory, In reality, 
Powell is all this and much more: a 
carcful military strategist and a de- 
voted warrior. 

General Colin L. Powell was ap- 
pointed by President George Bush 
to replace outgoing Joint Chiefs 
Chairman Admiral William Crowe 
on October 1, 1989. General Pow- 
cll was the twelfth Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs and was reappointed in 
1991. In this capacity, he served as 
the principal military advisor to the 
President, Secretary of Defense, 
and the National Security Council. 

An African-American, Powell 
was born in New York City on 
April 5, 1937, and was raised in the 
South Bronx section of New York. 
Upon graduation from City College 
in New York in 1958, Powell spent 
more than 30 years working his 
way up through the ranks, develop- 
ing an impressive resume of field 
experience and military honors, His 
military includes tours in 
Germany where he was a platoon 
leader, twice in Vietnam where he 
became Assistant Chief of Staff of 
the 23rd Infantry Division, and in 
Korea in 1973 where he assumed 
command of the Ist Battalion, 32nd

Division (Air Assault) at Fort 
Campbell, Kentucky, and com- 
mand of the V U.S. Corps in Frank- 
furt, Germany. 

Although quite used to holding 
positions of political influence, 
Powell is said to prefer the role of 
soldier over bureaucrat. No doubt 
his days in the field tempered his 
judgment as JCS Chairman in 
1991. Operation Desert Storm was 
the first testing ground for the 
Goldwater-Nichols Act which gave 
field) commanders authority to 
make quick decisions, saving time, 
and ultimately, lives. Powell sup- 
ported this approach and worked to 
make sure that it was effectively 
implemented. 

More recently, the good com- 
mon sense of a battle-tested soldier 
was exhibited when General Powell 
called for the consolidation of 
Navy basic helicopter training with 
the Army’s program at Fort Ruck- 
er. “We have more capacity than 
we need to train helicopter pilots. 1 
believe the proper place to do the 
centralization is Fort Rucker, Ala- 
bama,” he told the House Armed 
Services Committce in late March, 
Incidentally, | wrote to Powell last 
week asking for his continued sup- 
port in this matter as the Pentagon 
appears to be poised to release its 
recommendations on the future of 
basic helicopter training sometime 
in September.

Welborn is the site of the first 
courthouse and county seat of Cof- 
fee County.

The actual location is not easily 
accessible now, and was near the 
Old Peacock Cemetery, so the mark- 
er will be placed near the road at the 
Bowers home.

134 and 87, but a vehicle over- 
ran the stop sign, ran over the mark- 
er and demolished it beyond repair, 

Clayton Metcalf, the current pres-

Metcalf contracted Billy Eager- 
ton, and the previous Coffee County 
Commissioners who thought this 


was a good project, and agreed to 

work with the Historical Society.

aN With Jake

I think it is about ume ior a 
change of pace. In about 1928 I saw 
the Gulf of Mexico for the first time 
in my life. | was eight years old. | 
‘don’t know how my Father found 
out about Seagrove, Florida. It had 
to be someone that had been there. 
There were few decent roads in that 
day and time but people were used 
to that. There were more mules and 
wagons and horse and buggies than 
automobiles. 

We had two automobiles. One 
was a Buick and the other, I believe, 
was a Model A ford. Dad informed 
the family several weeks in advance 
where we were going. Preparations 
were begun. We were told that we 
had to carry lots of what we wanted 
with us. By the way, in those days 
people did not call their help 
“maids”, you called them cooks. 
They did the same thing. Sybil Balk- 
um was one of the family. She was 
with us about 25 years and beloved 
by all. Sybil and Mother packed box- 
es of home preserved jellies, vegeta- 
bles, and fruits. Com meal, salot, 
pepper, and what they thought would 
be needed. 

Everything was loaded into the 
small car. They left room for the 
driver and Sybil. We had a folding 
luggage rack that attached to the run- 
ning board on the passenger side so 
you could carry suitcases wrapped in 
oil cloth in case of rain. Cars did not 
have trunks built into them. The 
spare tire was mounted in the back 
of the car, 

Daddy drove with Mother up 
front. Corinne, my sister, and I went 
in the back with other belongings. 

We went to De Funiak and 
wound through the streets of town to 
get to the road to Freeport. All of 
this started before daylight, because 
my Father had been told exactly 
what time we had to be there to 
catch the ferry. When we got to 
Freeport we turned to the left. We 
went a few miles and turned right to- 
wards Choctawhatchee Bay. We 
went to a place called Jolly Bay. 
There was no bridge across the bay 
for 50 miles or more in either direc- 
tion. The area where cars waited was 
filled with oyster shells to keep it 
from being so sandy you would get 
stuck. There was a wooden approach 
pier that the ferry boat pulled up to 
and tied tight. Cars would drive onto 
the ferry. It held about 10 orl2 cars. 
The front bumpers were hanging olf 
the boat on one end and the back 
bumpers were hanging off on the 
other, A man and his two sons ran it. 
They put blocks in front and back of 
the car tires so they would be safe 
This was quite an experience within 
itself, You could not see land in the 
crossing. You landed at Point Wash 
ington, You drove off after they 
docked and secured the ferry, There 
was a small country store at Point 
Washington, As all stores of that era, 
they carried very litle variety of 
goods, 

The two cars drove about 10 
miles over two rut Florida sand bed 
roads. Dad went over a small raised 
spot in the road and | saw the biggest 
body of water | had ever seen, There 
was the great Gulf of Mexico, We 
were shortly in Seagrove. It was, and 
is today, a most impressive location. 
It is about 20 feet higher there than 
the beaches, Most areas along the 
Gulf are nothing like that high, Due 


to its height, the trees were not near- 
ly as stunted from the salty breeze 
and storms. There under all of those 
trees was a large number of cabins. 
None of them had windows. They 
were screened areas on at least two 
sides of each room. There were 
wooden solid panels, hinged at the 
top and held up with wood stakes 
that had notched pieces in the panels 
and on the wall. When up, they 
formed awning on all openings. This 
let the breezes from the Gulf come 
through, It was a real pretty setting. 
There was no plumbing. There was a 
large water tank up on wood poles 
that supplied water to a number of 
water faucets scattered around the 
areca. There were several outdoor toi- 
lets. Cooking was done on kerosene 
stoves. There was an area cleared 
out about 100 fect going to the Gulf 
with a wooden walk way. As you 
come to the area where you walked 
down long wooden steps to the 
beach, there was a 35 x 35 foot 
building to the left. This had one cor- 
ner with solid walls in the corner 
about 12 feet on each side. This pro- 
tected the piano that was in the cor- 
ner. Dances were held in the pavil- 
ion. The rest of this upstairs pavilion 
had only posts to hold it up. Cool air 
came through under this building 
looking out at the Gulf were dressing 
rooms. A landing area off of the 
steps going up and down to the Gulf 
had showers where you bathed with 
your suits on before going to your 
dressing room. This was the only 
bathing facilities available, but you 
must remember, in that day and 
time, very few people in this area 
had indoor plumbing. It was very ad- 
equate. I am sure cooking was not 
that casy. We carried slab bacon, 
hams, all of this was smoked and 
cured. Local fishermen brought fresh 
fish by to sell and we all learned 
very quickly to use crab nets and lo- 
cal people taught us to boil and 
dress, fresh caught crabs. There were 
people from South Alabama that be- 
came friends. | remember when sev- 
eral families from Elba would be 
there at the same time. I’m sure they 
had planned it that way. 

We went to Seagrove a number of 
times over the early years. 

I trust you would realize that now 
to get to Scagrove, you go down to 
Opp and get on U, S. 331, When you 
get to Choctawhatchee Bay there 
was for many years a drawbridge 
there. This was called “Long 
Bridge.” When a boat was coming 
the span was let up and traffic 
stopped on both sides until the boat 
went through, The panhandle of 
Florida has grown so and traffic so 
heavy that now they have built a 
high bridge that boats go under, 
There was no U, §, 331, There was 
no U, S, 98 that ran along the coast 
There was no way to go to Panama 
City or to Fort Walton unless you 
went by ferry back across the bay. 
There was no bridge across Phillips 
Inlet going to Panama City and no 
bridge going from Destin across East 
Pass, This will be hard for any 
younger person to believe, There 
was not bridge to cross the sound at 
what is now Fort Walton over to the 
Gulf side. Is it not amazing the 
changes that have occurred in one 
short life time, While | am on a roll | 
may write next about “Camp Wal- 
ton.”

Yuko Funaki is the 14 year old 
daughter of Makio and Kayuko Fu- 
naki from Matsudo City, Japan. She 
is living with Clyde, Carol, Ashicy, 
and Angie Laney in Elba. Language, 
food, customs and sites are what she 
has been learning about since her ar 
rival July 25 

When we first met Yuko, she was 
nervous and excited just as we were 
and couldn't remember any of her 
English, The Chaperone told us to 
give her a couple of days to get over 
her jet lag and nervousness and the 
English would come back. She car- 
ried a dictionary with here every- 
where just as we did, which made 
communicating a lot casier. It only 
took Ashley and Angie two days to 
convince their mother that. Yuko 
was not deaf, she just couldn't un- 
derstand English. By the end of her 
second week, she carried her diction- 
ary less and could understand Eng- 
lish more. Yuko has taught the La- 
neys Japanese just as they have 
taught her English along with some 
of the girls friends when they have 
gone out Lo eal. 

Yuko is like a lot of American 
teenagers, a picky cater. She hates 
salad, vegetables, loves pizza, ham- 
burgers, and french fries. One of the 
first questions the girls asked her 
when it came to food was did she 
like eating raw fish. She said yes, I 
love it very much. To this date we 
have not had raw fish but here visit 
is not over. She has tried a little of 
everything we have put in froat of 
her, except cole slaw, she already 
knew she didn’t like that at all. 

Yuko has fixed Japanese food for 
us. It is different and everything she 
has cooked has been done with wa- 
ter. And, of course, she has been try- 
ing to teach us to eat with chop 
sticks which none of us have mas- 
tered. This is a Japanese custom that 
is hard for this American family to 
learn, but we are still trying. 

Yuko doesn’t get as much time 
off from school as our children. She 
is spending just about all of her sum- 
mer vacation with us. School ended 
for her July 21st and will start again 
September 1. Her school day starts 
at 8:00 a.m. and lasts until 7:00 p.m. 
Monday - Friday and 3 hrs. on Satur- 
day. While being here, she has had 
to do homework for one hour every- 
day. When we asked her what she 
normally did on her short summer 
vacation, club activities such as 
swimming, softball, origami (paper 
folding), and exercising, was the an- 
swer. She has taught us some origa- 
mi and we have taught her some 
country crafts. Softball season was 
over when she arrived, but she was 
able to watch Elba United Methodist

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CODE OF CONDUCT 


‘ormal Disciplinary Acti 
The following is a list of alternative methods for disciplinary 
action which may be administered by the school principal or his/ 
her designee to students enrolled in the Elba City High School: 


A. SCHOOL BUS SUSPENSION 

A student may be denied the privilege of riding a school bus 
because of misconduct on the bus for a reasonable and specified 
period of time. The parents/guardians will be notified in writing 
of the student’s school bus suspension. 


B, CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 

The use of corporal punishment should follow the use of other 
corrective measures which have failed to improve student be- 
havior. Prior to the administration of corporal punishment, the 
student shall be given an opportunity to explain his/her actions. 
When corporal punishment is required, it shall be administered 
with care, tact, and caution by the principal or teacher according 
to board policy. A second member of the professional staff shall 
be present to serve as witness and shall be informed of the rea- 
sons for the punishment prior to it being administered. Corporal 
punishment shall not be administered in the visual presence of 
other students. 

All cases of corporal punishment shall be documented by the 
person administering the punishment. Included in this doc- 
umentation should be written explanation of the reasons for the 
corporal punishment and the name of the witness. 

Corporal punishment shall not be administered in the presence 
of visitors. No teacher is allowed to administer corporal pun- 
ishment for another teacher. 


2, OUT-OF- PENSI 


A student may be placed on out-of-school suspension by the 
principal. This disciplinary measure is the removal of a student 
from school for violation of school policies, rules or regulations, 
or for otherwise causing interference with or disruption of the or- 
derly operation of the school. Situations which might dictate out- 
of-school suspension include: 1) procedure for expulsion of stu- 
dent being exercised, 2) presence of student poses an immediate 
and continuing threat to him/herself, others, and/or school prop- 
erty, 3) violation of school regulations, 4) directive of Alternative 
School personnel, 5) capacity of Alternative School beyond nor- 
mal limits. Procedures for out-of-school suspension will be en- 
acted in accordance with Board policy. 


D, ALTERNATIVE SCHOOL 


The assignment of a student to the Alternative School will re- 
move the disruptive student from his/her normal school environ- 
ment to a more restrictive setting. This program permits the stu- 
dent to continue the educational process in a temporary school 
setting. During the period of assignment, the student will be en- 
couraged to develop a positive attitude and appropriate behavior 
through counscling, evaluation, and a high level of discipline. 


E, IN-SCHOOL SUSPENSION PROGRAM (ISS) 

The Elba High School In-School Suspension Program consists 
of a supervised detention area during the school day. This pro- 
gram provides for an alternative school setting away from and 
separate from the regular classroom and student body. Students 
may be assigned to this program on cither a short term (3 days) or 
long term (5 days) basis. Students assigned to ISS will not be al- 
lowed to associate with the student body during the period of 
lime they are assigned to this program nor participate in sports, 
cheerleading, band or any other school activity, Bathroom breaks 
and lunch breaks will be scheduled at a time that docs not conflict 
with other breaks or lunch periods. Students will be under the 
constant supervision of the ISS supervisor. 

Students will be required to complete all assignments from the 
regular classroom teachers during the time they are confined to 
the ISS program. The assignments, reports, tests, cic., will be 
graded by the regular classroom teacher. 

Students will not be allowed to talk, confer, walk around, at- 
tend assemblies, sleep, use the phone, or leave class while as- 
signed to the ISS room. 

The length of time assigned to the ISS may be extended for 
any student that fails to abide by or adhere to established ISS 
rules. 

All students assigned to the ISS program will be assigned by 
the principal or assistant principal for reasons as stated in the 
Code of Conduct Guidelines given below: 


Classification of Violations 


Disciplinary violations as listed in the Student Code of Con- 
duct are grouped into three classes: minor, major, and terminal. 
Before determining the classification of violation the principal 
will consult with the involved student and school personnel, Once 
the classification of the violation is determined, the principal will 
implement the appropriate disciplinary action, 

Each classroom teacher will deal with general classroom dis- 
ruption by taking in-class disciplinary action, by making personal 
contact with the parents/guardians when feasible, and/or by 
scheduling conferences with the parents/guardians and other 
school staff. Only when the action taken by the teacher is in- 
effective, or the disruption is severe, should the student be re- 
ferred to the principal, All actions taken by the teacher or prin- 
cipal will be documented, 


1.01 Distraction of other students - any behavior that alters the 
teaching process of the classroom or educational activity.

The Elba City Board of Education is committed to providing an orderly, well disciplined 
environment in which students can attend school. The school administration is expected 
to implement this commitment. Students are expected to conduct themselves at all times 
in a manner that will contribute to the best interest of the school system. Good discipline 
is extremely important to the total school program and is vital to the development of cit- 
izenship. It is anticipated that most discipline problems can be handled between teacher, 
child, and parents/guardians in a calm, reasonable manner.

Reeves murder investigation continues

No arrest has been made in the 
murder of an elderly Pike County 
woman at press time Wednesday 
morning. 

According to Chief Investigator 
Bruce Devane, with the 12 Judicial 
Circuit District Attorney's Office, a 
lot of information has been accumu- 
lated during the course of the investi- 
gation. 

The body of Ms. Edna Reeves, 
74, was discovered Saturday morn- 
ing, August 14, inside her home. The 
house is located on AL Hwy. 87 just 


_ north of the Coffee County line. _ 


A neighbor found Ms. Reeves 
body after becoming concerned 
when she would not answer the 
door. 

According to reports, the victim 
had been sexually assaulted and 
strangled with a coat hanger. 

Three witnesses told authorities 
that they saw a large red and white 
car parked at the Reeves residence 
on the morning the body was discov- 
ered. 

Reportedly, the lower portion of 
the car was red and the upper half 
was white. It is possible that the 
hood was also red in color. 

Devane stated that anyone who 


has seen a car fitting the above de- 
scription, or knows anyone who does 
or has owned such a vehicle, should 
contact the authorities. 

Information about the car or any 
other aspect of the crime can contact 
the Pike County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment at 566-4347, the DA’s office at 
897-2085, the Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department 894-6200, or the 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation at 
(205)983-5614. 

The Governor’s Office is offering 
a $10,000 reward for information 
that leads to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the person or persons respon- 
sible for the murder of Ms. Reeves. 


Coffee County has mandatory garbage pick up

It’s official, residents of rural 
Coffee County will have mandatory 
ern pick up beginning October 

, 1993. 

The Coffee County Commission, 
in the August 9th meeting, signed a 
contract to provide garbage collec- 
tion to county residents living out- 
side municipalities. Waste Away 
Group, Inc. was awarded the con- 
tract; however, no action was taken 
in that meeting conceming mandato- 
ry garbage collection. 

Due to stricter regulations dealing 
with the disposal of solid waste, it 
has become necessary for govemn- 
mental agencies, like the county 
commission, to address the issue. 

The construction of a Subtitle D 
landfill in Coffee County is a direct 
result of stricter environmental re- 
quirements being imposed by state 
and federal agencies, 

Now that the county will soon 
have a place to deposit the solid 
waste and a means of having it col- 
lected, it has become necessary to 


implement a plan to enforce the law. 

The commissioners agreed in 
Monday’s meeting that the responsi- 
bility of enforcing the mandatory 
garbage collection should come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Coffee 


‘County Health Department. 


Although the health department 
will provide the enforcement officer, 
it will be the responsibility of the 
contractor, providing the garbage 
collection service, to collect the fees. 

According to the terms of the 
contract, county residents will be 
billed three months in advance for 
the garbage collection service or 
$26.94. However, monthly payments 
of $8.98 will be allowed should it be 
necessary for some customers to use 
this method of payment. 

Gary Bennett, who is with the 
Houston County Health Department, 
was present in Monday’s commis- 
sion meeting to brief commissioners 
on how mandatory garbage collec- 
tion was being accepted in his 
county, 

Houston County has had manda- 
tory garbage collection for three 
years, Bennett said, “It has been a 
good decision.” 


According to Bennett, there were 
57 illegal dumps in Houston County 
prior to mandatory garbage collec- 
tion. At present, 29 of those dumps 
have been closed and cleaned up, Of 
the 28 remaining dump sites, none of 
them are being used. 

Also during the past 3 years, only 
212 court cases have been required 
to implement use of the mandatory 
garbage collection. 

Although there are some exemp- 
tions to the rule of mandatory pick 
up of garbage there are NO EXEMP- 
TIONS as to the requirement that 
ALL solid waste be deposited in a 
Subtitle D landfill. This will take af- 
fect on October 9, 1993. 

Garbage collection is scheduled 
to start in Coffee County on October 
4, 1993. Through the use of newspa- 
per advertisements and other news 
media sources, Waste Away will ad- 
vise county residents when their gar- 
bage will be picked up. 

The customers will also be sup- 
plied with a 90-gallon container in 
which to place their garbage, 

In another matter concerning gar- 
bage, County Engineer Mark Pool 
was given the authority to hire a 


landfill manager. 

After a lengthy discussion be- 
tween Pool and the commissioners 
about the manner in which the man- 
ager should be hired, a motion was 
made by Commissioner Sid Averett 
that Pool be allowed to hire the man- 
ager. 

Averett’s motion was withdrawn 
after Pool pointed out that other 
county department heads were not 
required to have the commission’s 
approval to hire workers. 

According to Pool, there are for- 
ty-four applicants for the landfill 
manager’s position. 

The manager, if hired in time, 
will attend, along with Pool, a semi- 
nar on the operation of a Subtitle D 
landfill. The meeting is scheduled 
for September 3 - 10 in Gulf Shores. 

Before leaving the subject of 
landfills, Commissioner Wendell 
Black said, “I would like some idea’ 
on how much has been spent on the 
landfill, and if we are going to have 
to buy any more equipment,” 
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Wellborn first county seat of Coffee County

Last Sunday afternoon, a histori- 
cal marker was dedicated marking 
Coffee County's first county seat 
and the site of its first courthouse -- 
Wellborn, 

Many Coffee Countians will ask, 
“Where is Wellborn?” 

Wellborn, or rather where the 
marker is located, is on County Road 
544 (Old Co, Rd, 99) in the Damas- 
cus Community, 

The first marker made to identify 
the site of the first county seat was 
placed on the west side of AL Hwy, 
87 south of Elba at the intersection 
of AL Hwy, 134, That marker was 
totally deswoyed by an automobile, 

The Pea River Historical Society, 
in 1992, ventured to obtain a new 
marker and have it placed nearer the 
actual sile of the community of 
Wellborn, 

Sunday's unveiling of the mew 
marker fulfilled the Society's goal, 

The inscription on the marker 
reads as follows: 

WELLBORN 
The first seat of justice for Coffee 
County was located approximate- 
ly SOO yards southeast of this site. 


The community was named for 
General William Wellborn, an Al- 
abama commander during the 
Creek Indian War of 1836-37. 
Under the Act of December 29, 
1841 establishing Coffee County, 
Commissioners Britton T, Atkin- 
son, James Claxton, Thomas Cole, 
John B. Crews, and Amos Wiggins 
were named to secure a “seat of 
justice" not exceeding 100 acres, 
and not more than six miles from 
the center of the county, and to 
erect thereon a courthouse and 
jail, and lay off the remaining 
land into lots for sale. 

The courthouse burned in March 
1851, By election, Elba was cho- 
Sen as the permanent location for 
the courthouse in 1852. 

When the Wellborn Courthouse 
was destroyed by fire in March of 
1851, many thought that it was the 
work of an arsonist, who was prob- 
ably hired by those who did not like 
the location of the county seal, 

Needless to say, there was much 
objection to the rebuilding of the 
courthouse at Wellborn, 

The State Legislature passed an 
act directing the Coffee County 
Sheriff to hold an election on the 
first Monday in August 1852 to de- 
ermine a permanent location of the

courthouse. Elba (Bentonville) was 
selected over Clintonville (Indigo 
Head). 

Afler the county seat was moved 
to Elba, the county sold the county

property (site of the old courthouse) 
at Wellborn to Mr, William Peacock, 
The forty acres sold for $210.00, 

The land now belongs to the 
Rowe Bowers Estate.
